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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD 


For THE YEAR EnpinG Marcu Ist, 1889. 


Five schools have been maintained in town the past year, 
of twenty-five weeks each. The same teacher has been 
retained during the year in every school but one; should 
gladly have done so in that one. 

There have been a few cases of complaint, which inves- 
tigation showed to be nearly groundless. 

Our teachers in the main have been faithful, and the pupils 
have made good progress in their studies. So far as as we 
have been able to judge, excellent discipline has been main- 
tained without any harsh measures having been resorted to. 
As a rule, schools will prove the most profitable where the 
most interest is manifested in them by parents and the public. 
Many of the difficulties our teachers have to contend with 
would’ be removed if parents would visit the school often and 
make it a duty to know how those they send there improve 
their time. Many are too ready to accept the reports of oth- 
ers in regard to the management or instruction of their school 
without any personal knowledge. 

Reports of disaffected parties should be received with 
caution until all the facts are known. 

All are interested in the welfare and success of our com- 
mon schools whether they furnish pupils or not; as members 
of community you are interested. 

We shall be good and wise as a nation if the individuals 
composing it are so. As the unit, so will be the aggregate. 
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Surround your children during vacation with good books, 
they are plenty and cheap. The love of knowledge comes 
with reading and grows upon it, and this love of knowledge 
in the young mind is one of the best safeguards against entic- 
ing evils. 

We are glad to notice that our teachers are not as confined 
to their text-books in their instruction as formerly ; more of 
the teaching is oral, which is always more interesting to the 
child and more likely to be remembered than ready-made 
phrases from the text-book. Too much of the teaching in 
our public schools has been mechanical and spiritless. 

Teachers seemed to regard it as their whole duty to give 
out lessons, and ascertain the next day whether the pupil has 
learned them ; we are glad to note that this kind of teaching 
is growing less in our schools. 

Teaching, in order to be useful must proceed slowly and 
understandingly from the known to the unknown, every ad- 
vance step bringing into use the pupil’s knowledge and expe- 
rience as far as possible. ‘The desire of parents to have 
their children advance more rapidly than they are able to do 
understandingly is often a source of trial to teachers and 
superintendent. The child will appear much better and learn 
more in a proper position than a false one. 

We have deemed it advisable to pay for transporting 
scholars from the west part of the town to the village, rather 
than support a school of only four or five pupils which is not 
generally attended with very good results. 


REPAIRS OF SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


During the past year the house in the village has been 
painted outside two coats, and the blackboards painted. The 
house in the south district has been newly clapboarded and 
re-shingled, also the walls and ceiling of the school room and 
ante-room newly plastered, and the house painted one coat 
outside. 


NUMBER OF SCHOLARS. 


There have been enrolled in town 105 different scholars, 
with an average attendance of 82. The Selectmen’s enum- 
eration of those between the ages of 5 and 15 as taken April, 
1888, was 90. Boys, 51; girls, 39. Appended will be found 
statistical tables ; also the financial statement of the Treasurer.

REPORT OF THE FIREWARDS. 


The Firewards of Gilsum present the following report for 
the year ending March 1, 1889: 

Last spring the engine was found on trial to be out of or- 
der. The valves were accordingly re-leathered and the whole 
apparatus put into a fair condition. : 

The light cotton hose was found to be worthless. There 
are 300 feet of leather hose in a fit condition for use, and 100 
feet more that is far from perfect, but might be of service in 
case of necessity. 

During the past year there has fortunately been no prac- 
tical occasion to test the efficiency of our fire department. 
In the hour of conflagration it would probably be found as 
efficient as a majority of the departments in other places of 
the same size as Gilsum, and yet it is doubtful if we could 
successfully cope with a fire in any of our large buildings. 
It rests largely with the town whether or not to increase the 
efficiency of our fire department. ‘The Firewards and the 
engine company can only use the resources provided by the 
town. The repairs on fire apparatus the past year amoun- 
ted to $8.73. .
